Therefore, the Examiner's reliance on Applicant's admitted prior art is not 
applicable and this case should now be in condition for allowance. 

In the other art of record (U.S. Patent No. 5,533,548) the poppet and housing 
seat are formed as a circular arc in a spiral type in which the radius is progressively 
increasing. This kind of construction is difficult to design and manufacture. In contra 




the poppet in the present invention is of a cone type. The seat part is, therefore, easy 
to design and manufacture. In Grant, the poppet is sliding in the housing and is 
different from the present invention. In Grant's sliding structure, the noise generates in 
accordance with the inner face and tilt regardless of the radius of the poppet and the 
seat. However, in the present invention, the pilot poppet is supported by a spring and 
this is distinguishable from the disclosure in Grant. In addition, Grant discloses a 
general check valve and the present invention discloses a relief valve. 

In summary, the present invention overcomes the chattering and difficult design 
of the Grant disclosure. 

In view of the foregoing, it is believed that this application should now be in 
condition for allowance and such action is respectfully requested.
